GAGARIN GETS 
BIG WELCOME 
FROM ENGLISH

LONDON 
(AP' 
- Shouting, 
cheering and applauding, thou­ 
sands of Londoners gave Soviet 
spaceman Yuri Gagarin a hero's 
welcome today to the British capi­ 
tal 
Only 1,300 including low-ranking 
officials showed up at London Air­ 
port, but thousands lined hi* 15- 
mile route into the city. 
Workers poured out of factories 
. . . employes rushed from office 
buildings and stores . . . house­ 
wives dashed from their homes. 
GOOD TURNOUT 
“At some places," a police in­ 
spector told reporters, “the crowd 
w as as big as the one that greeted 
President Kennedy last month, but 
the over-all turnout—well, it was 
far short of the one that welcomed 
the President." 
Gagaruv rode in the front seat 
of an open Rolls-Royce w ith a spe­ 
cial license tag: “YG-1."

PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) - The 
Pennsylvania Supreme Court has 
ruled that a worker who receives 
less than his regular wages in 
‘vacation pay" can get unemploy­ 
ment compensation to make up 
the difference. 
The decision affects workers 
idled when an entire plant shuts 
qdown for vacation periods. 
The test case began when the 
Susquehanna Collieries Division of 
M. A. Hanna Co. participated in 
a two week industry wide anthra­ 
cite shutdown in June, 1968. 
A G R E E D P A Y 
Under agreement with the Unit­ 
ed Mine Workers top vacation pay 
of $140 was 
allowed, based on 
yearly earnings. Many of the men 
did not get the top figure and 
they applied for jobless benefits 
qfor the difference. The unemploy­ 
ment compensation board allowed 
varying amounts and K. A. Han­ 
na appealed to the State Superior 
Court. 
The Superior Court refused to 
resolve the question and sent the 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 
Judge Herbert B. Cohen, writ 
ing for the 5-1 majority, said Mon 
day an employe cannot be “con­ 
sidered ineligible for benefits sim 
ply because the plant has shut 
down for a vacation period as 
agreed to by him or his union.” 
A worker’s ineligibility, Judge 
Cohen wrote, may be questioned 
in his availability for work on a 
personal basis. But, he continued, 
it cannot be determined by an 
agreement with the employer. 
Judge Cohen said there was noth 
ing in the Hanna case record that 
indicates the claimants were un­ 
available for work.

HARRISBURG (AP)—A move to 
increase the legal length of tmcK 
trailers won a key victory Monday 
night in the House.

hookup. A second All-Star game 
will be played July 31 in Boston. 
Paul 
Richards, the Baltimore 
manager picked to pilot the Amer­ 
ican League squad, sounded his 
circuit’s keynote when he said: 
T R Y TO WIN GAM E 
"I didn’t come here to put on 
a show. I'm going to keep my 
starters in the game as long as I 
can and make changes only when 
it means winning the game. Heck, 
if we’re not out to win, then we 
should 
discontinue the All-Star 
game,” 
Danny Murtaugh. the National 
League 
manager, also stressed 
winning but not nearly as strong­ 
ly as Richards. 
“Naturally, our prime objective 
is to win,” he said, “but I be­ 
lieve we owe it to the people to 
use as many All-Star players as 
possible.” 
Murtaugh included Eddie Mat­ 
thews in his starting lineup, but 
there was a strong possibility that 
the 
Milwaukee 
third 
baseman 
might be sidelined in favor of 
Ken Boyer of the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals. Matthews suffered a spike 
wound in a collision with Daryl 
Spencer of Los Angeles last week, 
requiring 14 stitches on his right

sured when Richards named Whit­ 
ey Ford, the New York Yankee 
16-game winner, to open for the 
Americans and Murtaugh nomi 
nated Warren Spahn, the 40-year 
old ace of the Milwaukee Braves. 
Murtaugh said he would follow 
Spahn w ith right-hander Bob Pur- 
key of Cincinnati and Elroy Face 
his own Pittsburgh team but 
Richards declared be had not de­ 
cided on his pitchers after the 
third inning. 
“AU I’m interested in is win 
ning,” Richards repeated. ‘‘That s 
why I didn’t stick to the custom 
of selecting the runner-ups in tile 
player voting.

eland fortress where he suffered 
his bitterest defeat at the hands 
of the Japanese in World War II.

The visit lasted only 45 minutes 
and was the most dramatic of the 
81-year-old warrior's calls since 
he arrived in Manila July 3 for 
a sentimental 10-day visit to the 
Philippines. 
MacArthur stood on a makeshift 
platform before several hundred 
Filipino war veterans who cam e 
aci oss the bay to meet him. 
“The name Corregidor has be­ 
come 
a legend throughout 
the 
Free World for all time and for 
all eyes. It is a symbol of liber­ 
ty," he told them. 
“ Here and just across the ehen- 
nel (Hi Bataan, the Filipino soldier 
— with his American comrades 
and in his youth and strength, his 
love and loyalty — gave all that 
mortality can give." 
The veterans presented MacAr­ 
thur a rock from Malinta Tunnel 
where he and his forces took shel­ 
ter from the Japanese bombard­ 
ment. 
At the conclusion of the speak­ 
ing program MacArthur returned 
to President Carlos Garcia's yacht 
Lapu Lapu and sailed on to Man­

BOYLE LAUDS 
ROSE'S MOVES 


NEAR PALERMO 


By HAL BOYLE 
NKW YORK (API—Dee th lay 
waiting around the corner on the 
road to Palermo, 
It wa* just 18 years ago this 
week tnat 
the 
Am erican and 
British landed in Sicily. It was 
a bright, brief, bitter, dusty cam­ 
paign that in 39 days broke the 
Axis 
airpower 
in 
the eastern 
Mediterranean and gave the Al­ 
lies a stepping stone to Italy. 
The Battle of Sicily bas long 
been swallowed up in the larger 
events of World 
War II. The 
public may remember it for only 
two foulups—an angry Gen. Pat­ 
ton slapping a private to startle 
him out of shellshock, the shoot­ 
ing down by the U.S. Navy of 
more than a score of our own 
paratroop-laden aircraft. 
PERSONAL M EM O R IES 
Each man who fought there, of 
course, has his own memories: 
The smell of the unburied dead 
in the bombed ruins, the shim­ 
mering heat, the sweet taste of 
watermelons plucked warm from 
the vines, weeping Sicilian wom­ 
en as the long lines of Italian 
soldiers walked or rode cheer­ 
fully into surrender, glad to be 
out 
a war they didn't want to 
be ip. the pinch-faced children’s 
hands held out for bread. 
But I remember Sicily most for 
a rare combat vignette you see 
seldom on sprawling battlefields, 
where individual actions usually 
are lost sight of. 
It happened rn a winding moun­ 
tain gorge on the road to Palermo, 
the Sicilian cacpital. 
G ER M AN EN G IN EER 
A German engineer, his hands 
upraised, his myopic eyes wide 
in fear, stumbled from the under 
brush to give himself up to a 
U.S. armored column. 
"There is a 90 mm. gun around 
the next bend in the road,” he 
warned. 
What should the American com­ 
mander, Brig. Gen. Maurice Rose, 
do? Believe his captive or not? 
STRONG PR ESSU R E 
Rose, one of the ablest and 
most handsome tank leaders in 


the Army, was under strong pres­ 
sure from Gen Patton to get into 
Palermo at the earliest possible 
hour. 


But 
he 
unhesitatingly 
halted 
his column. He dismounted two 
squad* of armored infantrymen 
and ordered them to flank the 
gun and bring its defenders under 
rifle fire. One squad moved for­ 
ward 14) the bill to the right, the 
other disappeared in the deep 
gulley to the left. 
We felt a hidden menace in -the 
silent, picturesque setting — no 
birds sang in the tall pine trees— 
as Gen. Rose moved a halftrack 
carrying a 75 mm. cannon to the 
fore. 
The column trundled 
to the 
edge of the bend in the road and 
paused. 
Did death really lurk 
around the corner, or had the 
German engineer lied. 
DAY'S WORK 
The two gunners in the half­ 
track who would test his truth 
chatted lackadaisically. If death 
came to any in the column it 
would come first to them. But it 
was all in the day’s work; they 
were inured to danger. 
The 
general strode back and 
orth impatiently as the moments 
passed. What was holding up his 
flanking riflemen? Finally, he de­ 
cided he could wait no longer 
"Get it!” he crisply told the 
two cannoneers. 
R IF LE S O PEN 
The 
halftrack 
immediately 
lurched around the corner. Just 
then rifles craccked simultaneous­ 
ly from each side Our infantry 
Was firing on the waiting Ger­ 
man gun’s defenders. 
Caught by a double surprise— 
the rifle fire, the sight of the 
wheeling 
American 
halftrack— 
they paused for a bare fraction 
of a second. 
Then the first American cannon 
shell crashed through the shield 
of the 90 mm. Nazi gun. The sec 
ond shell hit its nearby amm u 
nkion dump, and world seemed 
to 
explode 
in 
reverberating 
echoes. 
It was all over kl less than 
five seconds. The riflemer. raced 
back to their carriers and leaped 
in. 
The column moved on to Pa 
lermo—and victory. But because a 
general believed a prisoner and 
paused, he saved some of his 
own men to share that victory.

Since Korea borders on 
lied China, thi* was considered 
in the West as a Soviet challenge 
to Peiping * influence in the Com­ 
munist sphere of Asia and anoth­ 
er instances of a rift between 
Moscow to Peiping.
